School budgets that could total 
as much as $79,500,000 in the 
next two years were studied yes- 
terday by the Board of Educa- 
tion’s budget committee. 

The amount is about $11,000,000 
more than was allocated for the’ 
two-year fiscal period now draw- 
ing to a close. If approved, the 
two-year total would be a record. 

Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey, who is budget 
officer for the school system, 
told the budget committee that 
the figures represented the maxi- 
mum possible expenditures, with 
all possible contingencies taken 
into account. 

Subject to Revision. 

- After hearing the presentation, 
the budget committee agreed to 
resume its study later this week. 
The committee chairman, Mrs. 
Irma H., Friede, said the figures 
are subject to revision, pointing 
put that they were submitted to 
the committee so it could de- 
termine the school system’s 
heeds. 

- On the basis of its determina- 
tion, the committee will recom- 
mend the amount of the tax in- 
crease that will be sought from 
voters in the special school tax 
election on March 22.

—A wealthy’ surgeon’s socialite 
wife was out with a “bodyguard” 
assigned to protect hert from her 
husband, the night she was 
killed, her attorney testified to- 
day in ‘the Finch murder trial. 
It was the first courtroom revel- 
ation of Barbara Jean Finch’s 
activities in the hours before her 
death.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower called 
on Congress today to remove 
what he called the archaic 4% 
per cent interest rate ceiling on 
long term government bonds. 
In a brief and forceful special 
message, he blamed Congress 
for boosting the cost of carrying 
the national debt. 

“I deem: it imperative, there- 
fore, that this restrictive ceiling 
be removed,” the President 
wrote. , 

“I am asking the Secretary of 
the Treasury to transmit to the 
Congress proposed legislation de- 
signed to attain this objective.” 
Because of objections by ‘many 
members to high and rising. in- 
terest charges, Congress not 
approve last year the ceiling-re- 
moval action which Mr. Eisén- 
hower described as the most 
urgent business before the law- 
makers 


“Congressional inaction on 
that request has resulted in a 
much more rapid increase in 
short-term — debt than would 
otherwise have occurred,” to- 
day*s message said. 

“As a result, short-term 
Treasury borrowing costs have 
risen to the highest levels in 
several decades and the ability 
of debt management to operate 
in a manner consistent with 
sound principles’ of sustained 
economic growth has been seri- 
ously undermined.” 
' The ceiling, enacted in World 
War I, applies to government 
securities which mature in five 
years or longer. Because of the 
tight money and the general rise 
in interest rates, the Treasury 
has been forced virtually to halt 
offerings of such securities.

Defeating Humphrey in Primary 


Might Be Boost for Stevenson 


Eastern Senator 


Ahead in Polls. of 


State, but Situation Is So Compli- 
cated He Figures: He Can Lose Even 


If He Wins.

hairs in Senator John F, Kennedy’s dark mane. 

Every time he has the state polled, he comes out ahead of 
his tormentor, Senator Hybert Humphrey of Minnesota, but the 
situation here is so complicated that he has now actually figured 
out how he can lose here even if he wins. 


| One ee of ‘this para- 
dox is that, if» Kennedy de- 
feats Humphrey in the primary 
election April 5, he will probably 
eliminate Humphrey, antagonize 
‘Humphrey’s liberal supporters, 
whom he may need later, and 
‘meanwhile strengthen Adlai E. 
Stevenson, who is more of a 
threat to him in the long run 
than Humphrey. 

Another explanation is that the 
Wisconsin primary is not really 
one election but 11: one state- 
wide for 10 delegates at large, 
and 10 district elections for 20 
delegates. Thus Kennedy could 
come out with a majority of the 
votes cast in the whole state and 


still lose a majority of the dis- 


trict elections. 


A third is that, with Gov. Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller of New York 
out of the presidential race, Re- 
publicans in Wisconsin would be 
free to cross over into the Demo- 
cratic election and vote against 
Kennedy. 

Besides, there is always that 
psychological barrier that Wis- 
consin is a hard-lyuck state for 
winter-book favorites, especially 
if they’re from the East and 
competing against neighborhood 
lads frcm the Middle West. 

AT THE, SAME TIME, Ken- 
nedy undoubtedly has a lot of 
strength here. The last poll, tak- 
en for him last week by Louis 
Harri. of Chicago, showed him 
running ahead of Humphtey by 
about 60-40. He was particularly 
strong in the industrial districts 
of Milwaukee and the Fox river 
valley. This is important be- 
cause there is a lively mayoralty 
election in Milwaukee this year 
that will-guarantee a large vote 
in precisely those heavily Catho-

THERE IS PROBABLY. more 
political discussion here at this 
time than in any other state of 
the Union and, unfortunately, 
there is a lot of dividing on re- 
ligious grounds.

This was a dispute at the Pen- 
tagon in which the Navy charged, 
that its role had been subordi- 
nated to the.Air Force and ridi- 
culed the B-36 bomber’s claim to 
invulnerability. 

In response to the question, 
*‘Who’s ahead?” Gen. White said 
that the United States may now 
have a “‘slight edge”’ in military 
missiles and that he would 
rather have the military posture 
of the United States than that of 
the Soviet Union. 

Gen. White’s plea for the B-70 
coincided with the first Senate 
floor attack in this session on 
the Administration's defense poli- 
cies—a speech by Claire Engle 
(Dem.), California, denouncing 
the B-70 cutback as a “blunder.”

Why can’t there be a definite 
standard of attainment in each 
grade with children of all different 
mentalities together? They will be 
stimulated instead of stifled. This 
way only can they learn their true 
capabilities and how they honestly 
compare with others around them. 

G.T.C. is pure heaven for lazy 
teachers. They expect only.a cer- 
tain amount from these precisely 
sorted pupils, and that’s all they 
get—a certain amount of* hodge- 

e. 
eo" of these “sincere” G.T.C. 
men said this in a P.-T.A. talk: 
“We would rather produce happy 
laborers than ,a maladjusted doc- 
tor.” What country does that sound 
like? Certainly not America. Their 
ious testing machine would

One set of standards is what we 
need. If you wish your children 
to grow up as free Americans, not 
robots, make your protests loud 
and clear before it is too late.

Senator Monroney, father of the one-year- 
old Federal Aviation Agency, is chairman of 
the investigating group.\As he said before the 
inquiry began, there has been no pattern or 
trend about the major accidents of 1959. From 
1956 through 1958, it was the near-miss and 
the increasing toll of the mid-air collision 
that stood out and finally resulted in the 
creation of the FAA. The old Civil Aeronau- 
tics Administration and the other federal 
agencies concerned with the airways had 
been starved for funds and hampered by 
conflicts in authority. The infant FAA is still 
carrying the load for the years of neglect as 
well as monitoring the transition from pistons 
to jets, and planning for the future. 

It was to be expected that where there had 
been so much neglect, lethargy and a feeling 
that it was better not to bring business and 
safety, problems before the public, the FAA 
would tread on toes. The new agency has 
taken more than 3000 enforcement actions 
against members of the industry and about 
300 against pilots. : 

The Air Line Pilots Association was in- 
censed by the ruling that’ pilots must retire 
at age 60 and since then has been trying to 
blame the FAA for some of the hazards of 
air travel. The Air Transport Association, 
representing all the scheduled air lines, has 
objected to the speed with which the FAA is 
requiring installation of airborne radar with 
which to detect and avoid storms. Other 
groups representing business and private fly- 
ing have voiced objections to new safety 
policies. 

An outstanding factor in the FAA’s record, 
as well as in that of the pilots and the manu- 
facturers, was the introduction of the radi- 
cally new all-jet airliner without a fatal crash 
on any passenger route. These huge craft, 
carrying as many as 165 persons, might not 
have achieved their good record had it not 
been for the continual and minute attention 
that has been paid them. Other new models 
have always had early fatal accidents. Yet 
this is the very center of the field in which 
the ALPA has been charging the FAA has 
“harassed” pilots with too much inspection. 
The ALPA now has its chance to accept: the 
FAA’s challenge to “cite an instance in which 
an FAA inspector has been arbitrary or un- 
realistic.” 

In 1958, Jerome Lederer, the veteran head 
of Flight Safety Foundation, warned publicly 
that “the same kind of lethargy” that resulted 
in failure to overhaul air traffic control and 
prevent the mid-air collisions of 1956 had 
become “apparent in other fields of aviation 
safety.” That is why the FAA is closely super- 
vising and enforcing the rules and regula- 
tions. As James R. Durfee, head of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, testified. before the Sen- 
ate inquiry Monday, safety is the product of 
constant attention, to “the myriad of details 
of air line operations and painstaking investi- 
gation of every slip, every incident and every 
accident.”

Possibilities in a Process 


One of the two principal factors stimulating 
talk of a new steel mill in the’ St. Louis area 
grows out of a technical breakthrough in the 
steel-making process. The new method is 
about to be put to a full-scale test in Canada. 
It is discussed in some detail in today’s Mirror 
of Public Opinion under the cartoon on this 


page. 


_ Essentially the new process enjoys two 
important advantages over . conventional 
methods. First, capital investment required 
to install a given amount of productive capaci- 
ty runs to only about 40 per cent that of the 
usual blast-furnace facility. Secondly, small- 
scale operations evidently are economically 
feasible. Any new mill in the St. Louis area 
might .have to be relatively small.to begin 
with because of demand and marketing 
factors. | , 

Considered alone, the new process is not 
especially significant for St. Louis. What 
makes it important is the very real possibility 
that_all the basic raw materials for feeding 
into a steel mill exist within reasonable dis- 
tance of St. Louis, which always has had easy 
access to all of the ingredients except the 
essential one, iron ore. The recently dis- 
covered Pea Ridge deposit, now under exten- 
sive examination by a combination formed by 
St. Joseph Lead. Co. and Bethlehem Steel 
Corp., may prove to be the answer to that 
lack. Pea Ridge is only about 70 miles from 
St. Louis, and geologists estimate that the 
deposit contains more than 50,000,000 tons 
of high-quality ore. ' 

If the ore strike proves out, and if the new 
steel-making process lives up to the expecta- 
tions of those who it, the St. Louis 
area will be in position to begin thinking 
seriously about its chances of branching out 
in steel—either through stepped-up expan- 
sion on the Illinois side of the river by exist- 


ing producers or by the arrival of a new 
firm on the scene, perhaps in nearby Jeffer- 


son county.

A Hole—or a Hoax? 

Is all the recent hullabaloo about muffling 
underground nuclear tests a fabrication to 
scuttle the test ban talks at Geneva? Evi- 
dence mounts that it is. 


The theory that the seismic signal from an 


underground explosion could be reduced 300- - 


fold by setting off the blast in a very large 
underground hole was first suggested by Dr. 
Edward Teller, a spearhead of the opposition 
to ending nuclear tests. Rand Corp., a re- 
search organization supported by the Air 
Force, developed the theory, which was un- 
veiled by the State Department with a sup- 
porting summary from the Atomic’ Energy 
Commission. 

The net effect of the announcement was to 
impair public confidence in the detection 
system which technical experts of East and 
West agreed upon at Geneva in 1958. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has given the muffling the- 
ory still further stature by rebuking the Soviet 
delegates at the test ban conference for. re- 
jecting it. On Dec. 29 his press secretary, 
James A. Hagerty, said all the facts would be 
made public within a few days. 

Though the facts have still not been given 
oyt by the Administration, they are coming 
out in other ways, and not to the credit of 
anyone who has had anything to do with pub- 
licizing the muffling theory. 

Prof. Jay Orear, Cornell physicist and chair- 
man of the disarmament committee of the 
Federation of American Scientists, says a hole 
big enough to create the muffling effect in 
the explosion of .a 100-kiloton bomb would 
have to be big enough to hold a dozen RCA 
buildings. The National Committee for a 
Sane Nuclear Policy points out that no one 
has ever dug a hole that large. The cost of 
digging so enormous a cavity would be sev- 
eral hundred times the cost of the nuclear 
bomb to be exploded there, the committee 
goes on to observe.

Otherwise the spon- 
sors of this fantastic theory would seem to be 
in a rather large hole themselves. 


Indictments for Wortman & Co. 


A federal grand jury in East St. Louis has 
indicted Frank (Buster) Wortman, Elmer 
(Dutch) Dowling, Sam Magin and three others 
on ineome tax charges. The first three are ac- 
cused of attempted income tax evasion and all 
six of conspiracy to defraud the.Government. 
For example, in 1953 Wortman, it is alleged, 
understated his tax by some $29,000.. Indict- 
ment is not conviction and guilt will have to 
be proved in court. The community at large, 
however, will regard the news from Federal

Wrong Place and Person 


A press conference in Taipei is not the 
right place, and a junketing Secretary of the 
Army is not the right person, to interpret 
American treaty obligations to Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Formosa regime. Therefore we wish 
Secretary Brucker had found a way to avoid 
commenting on whether this country is com- 
mitted to defend the offshore islands held by 
Chiang as well as Formosa. 

The Secretary did not say much more than 
President Eisenhower said in September, 1958, 
during the crisis over Communist bombard- 
ment of Quemoy and Matsu. The President 
contended then that Quemoy had to be de- 
fended because it was essential to the defense 
of Formosa. We think he was wrong, and 
that the sensible policy toward the offshore 
islands is to persuade Chiang to evacuate 
them while not under direct pressure from 
the mainland. But at least the President is 


the proper person to make such grave pro- 


nouncements. The Secretary of the Army is 
not. Especially when he is under a guest’s 
obligation to say something his hosts would 


- like to hear, an Army Secretary ought to 


avoid making public commitments which ' 
might return to haunt him. 

A war for Quemoy is still a war for the 
United States to stay out of. Our officials 
should be making that clear to Chiang instead 
of giving him evensthe slightest reason to 
hope otherwise. _

Streamlined Steelmaking for New Plants 
Technical Breakthrough Offers Hope for Small-Scale Steel Producers 


From Chemical Week 


The Strategic-Udy steelmaking proc- 
ess is being groomed for its North 
American debut. Quebec South Shore 
Steel Corp., a newly formed Canadian 
producer, has contracted for a $22,- 
000,000 S.-U. plant scheduled for com- 
pletion at Varennes, Que., by the end 
of 1960. 

This new plant is part of a technical 
breakthrough that may alter the na- 

ture of America’s 
steel industry. The

3. Steel- refining processes (e. g., 
open-hearth furnaces) may shrink in 
importance, since the S.-U. process 
can be controlled to make either iron 
or semisteel. 

The key to the S.-U. process is a 
rotary kiln, which replaces the stack 
of the biast furnace and the bed of 
solids in conventional electric smelters. 


“Basically,” says Frank Senior, gen- 


eral manager of S.-U.’s Niagara Falls 
(Ont.) pilot plant, ‘‘the Strategic-Udy 
process is still the same as the old 
blast furnace. We’ve just chopped off 
the stack and turned it on its side.” 
But this makes a big difference. The 
carbon source, for example, can 
changed. The prime requisite of blast 
furnace coke is strength: strength to 
support a towering mass of limestone 
and ore without crumbling into an im- 
permeable powder. If the towering 
mass is turned on its side, strength 
serves no purpose, and coal serves 
as well as coke as a reducing agent. 


Steelmakers have learned to drain 
every bit of profit from blast furnaces 
and coke-oven installations. Despite 
the apparent advantages of reducing 
cheap ore and using coal instead of 
coke, the loss of coal tar by-products 
and the cost of electricity—each fig- 
ured at $6/ton—make S.U as expen- 
sive to operate as a blast furnace. 

The real savings are found in (1) 
installation costs, estimated at $50,000,- 
000 for a blast furnace vs. $20,000,000 
for the S.-U. plant to produce 1200 tons 
a day, and (2) the’final conversion into 
steel, estimated at $17/ton for conven- 
tional pig iron vs. $10/ton for S.-U. 
semisteel. 

Hence, the big steel companies will 
hardly scrap existing facilities to 
switch to the S.-U. process; only the 
necessity fot major repairs could force 
a changeover. Therefore, a switch to 
S.-U. would most likely come from 
outside the steel industry—by a com- 
pany that, like Quesco, would be new 
to steelmaking. , 

The foregoing brings out the impor- 
tance of S.-U.’s second outstanding 
characteristic: the ability to operate 
economically on a small scale. New 
small companies or large steel con- 
sumers may find it attractive to make

Contributions Reach $30,409; Emphasis on Gifts to Make Recipient

IT’S STILL CHRISTMAS for 


Some of. the money will pro- 
vide camp experience next sum- 
mer for children who have never 
had a vacation or been out of 
the city. Gifts of service includ- 
ed air transportation for a wid- 
owed mother to visit her child, 
temporarily living out of town 
until she can re-establish a home 
for him. A public school teacher 
is donating her time to tutor a 
young boy, disturbed because he 
has had to accept responsibility 
for his family after his father’s 
desertion. The boy is behind 
in school but tutoring will enable 
him to keep up with his class 
and continue his education. 


Although many children re- 
ceived toys and games, the bulk 
of the money was used to provide 
medical or therapeutic aids 
which the meager income.of the 
needy cannot buy. Most of those 
whose stories were told in 100 
case histories published by the 
Post-Dispatch, and in the hun- 
dreds of cases on file with the 
Christmas Bureau of the Health 
and Welfare Council, are on re- 
lief and receive monthly allot- 
ments which scarcely cover 
minimum needs. 

Co-sponsor of the fund was the 
Christmas Bureau of the Health 
and Welfare Council, established 
35 years ago to channel Christ- 
mas giving more effectively and 
to make sure that one needy 
family was not cared for by sev- 
eral donors while another, 
equally underprivileged, was 
neglected. 

a inthe early days of the bureau, 

Christmas baskets of food were 
distributed to needy homes, but 
in recent years, greater em- 
phasis has been placed on long- 
lasting gifts, especially those 
which ‘conceivably could enable 
a person to become self-support- 
ing and remove his name from 
public welfare or agency rolls. 
It also is the policy of the 
bureau to “let Mother do the 
Christmas .shopping,” thereby 
enabling parents to buy gifts for 
their families and protect the 
children from the stigma of a 
charity Christmas. 

Personal visits by donors to 
needy homes have been discour- 
aged by agencies in an effort to 
shelter the family. Most recip- 
ients of donations from the Post- 
Dispatch fund did their own

shopping, with counsel from the 
caseworkers. For aged or shut- 
in clients, caseworkers ,them- 
selves made the selection, based 
on the need or Christmas wish. 
Caseworkers also distributed the 
many gift donations, such as ap- 
pliances, clothing, food and toys. 

Other gifts were sent to neigh- 
borhood settlement houses where 
needy parents were encouraged 
to choose clothing and toys for 
their own children. 

Among merchandise gifts were 
1500 phonograph records, do- 
nated by’Radio Station KWK and 
distributed by the bureau to 
children’s agencies. Rexall Drug 
Co. gave 78 dozen playhouses 
containing small lipsticks. Em- 
ployes of several banks and 
other companies dressed dolls 
and donated them to, the bureau 
for member agencies. 

A group of Union Electric Co. 
employes took one needy mother 
shopping, allowing her to choose 
$25 worth of Christmas gifts for 
each of her children. A Girl 


Scout troop took a Christmas 
tree to a ward at St. Louis 
Chronic Hospital and decorated 
it for the enjoyment of the pa- 
tients. 

Theta Sigma Phi, professional 
fraternity for women in journal- 
ism, donated members’ favorite 
children’s books to several in- 
stitutions. A woman in Cabool, 
Mo., offered to do some sewing 
for an underprivileged family. 
Several departments of McDon- 
nell Aircraft Corp. donated 
money, including one group 
which gave the amount they nor- 
mally would have spent for 
Christmas cards and postage for 
their fellow employes.

Breath-H olding by Child

breath. The answer is: If they manage to hold the breath 
until they become unconscious (possible, but very uncom- 
mon!) they then automatically begin to breathe again. Re- 
member that and keep your nerve!

Dear Dr. Molner: 


“WOULD YOU ENLIGHTEN ME as to the danger of a 
‘pony tail’? My hair dresser says there is a possibility of 
baldness from wearing the hair constantly in this fashion.

It was reported a few months ago that some loss of hair 
was noticed among some girls and women wearing this style 
for a long time. Presumably drawing the hair tight in a 
direction opposed to that in which it normally grows may 
damage the roots. It seems to me that keeping it fairly loose, 
if you wear a pony-tail, would be wise. 

Dear Dr. Molner: 


“WOULD YOU GIVE ME some information, about ‘breech 
birth’? MRS. R.W.G.” 

Ordinarily—about 95 per cent of the time—babies are born 
head first. In something like 3 to 4 per cent, the buttocks of 
= wha instead of the head, come first; this is a breech 

irth. 

There are various theories about the reason. The fetus 
(or baby in the formative stage) moves about considerably 
in pregnancy. Breech births are more common in premature 
births; perhaps, it is argued, the baby, in such cases, hasn’t 
had time to complete his moving around and “getting ready 
to be born.”” Breech deliveries, however, also are more com- 
mon with women who have had several pregnancies. So for 
that, you have to adopt some other explanation. 

Anyway, while the breech presentation creates problems 
for the doctor, and added strain for the mother as a rule, 
there is no implication that there is anything abnormal about 
either mother or baby. It just happens, that’s all. 


Dear Dr. Molner: | 

“ARE ALL BABIES BORN with a soft spot on the top of 
the head? Are these spots usually round and about the size 
of a quarter? My first four had small spots. The fifth has 
a larger one and shaped like a four-pointed star. 

MRS. N.W.W.” 

The’ soft spot, or fontanelle, is the place where, in due 
time, the sections of the skull finally join and harden. The 
“star shape” is normal enough but not common. Actually, 
the small spots, although perhaps seeming to be round, are 
really four-sided which accounts for the “star” shape when 
the spot is a bit larger than usual. 


NOTE TO MRS. J. L. S.: The combination of night sweats, 
loss of weight and a cough would make me wonder at once 
whether tuberculosis could be at work. Remember that TB 
is not ‘“‘a disease of young people.” It can occur at any age, 
but the average age of its victims is*becoming greater.

Try and Stop Me

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Drunk, sober or pot-bellied, 
John L. Sullivan could lick 
any man in America, and 
proved it. This story of the na- 
tion’s first sports hero is writ- 
ten by an author who has 
turned out books on a variety 
of sports subjects. This is 
from “The Best From Amer- 
ican Heritage.”

ON HIGHWAY I11 on the out- 
skirts of Hattiesburg, Miss., a 
ruadside historical plaque bears 
this inscription: 

John L, Sullivan defeated 
Jake Kilrain for heavyweight 
championship in a 75-round 
fight on July 8, 1889, at Rich- 

burg, 3 miles southwest of this 
spot. This was the last official 
bare-knuckle bout. 


When Sullivan walked off that 
field on a scorching day 70 years 
ago (with the best part of a quart 
of brandy in him) he closed the 
final page of a history that had 
opened in 1719 with James Figg, 
England’s earliest master of the 
art of beating a man insensible 
with naked fists. 


A- bare-knuckle fight was a 
combined wrestling and punch- 
ing match with wrestling holds 
permitted only above the waist. 
A round erded only when a man 
went down, whether he was 
knocked off his feet by a blow 
o- was thrown down, A bare- 
fist bout was usually a gruel- 
ing and bloody marathon of 
punishment for both men. It 
took weeks, even months, before 
they completely recovered, the 
winner often being in worse 
shape than the loser because his 
hands had taken the heavier 
beating. 

Boxing might have gone the 
way of bearbaiting and dogfight- 
ing had it not been for the 
young gladiator from Boston, 
John L, Sullivan. He was Amer- 
ica’s first great sports hero, the 
first to be followed on the 
streets by such crowds that he 
needed guards to keep from be- 
ing trampled. 


Yet this American god was 
certainly no model for the 
youth of the land. He was a 
notorious drunkard, a bully 
and a shameless adulterer. He 
was a drinker of amazing 
capacity (he once drank 56 
gin fizzes in one hour, accord- 
ing to Prof. William Lyon 
Phelps) and he would stay 
drunk for days at a time. In 
this state he would flatten 
anyone who happened to dis- 
please him. : 


Sullivan looked like a fighter, 
though his face was unmarked 
and his teeth were white and 
even. Deep-chested, well-propor- 
tioned, black-haired and scowl- 
ing, he stood 5 feet 1044 inches 
and scaled 195 pounds. He was 
amazingly light on his feet and 
fast of hand. 

His career began at 19 when 
he started boxing in Boston the- 
aters on Saturday nights to pick 
up a few dollars. These were 
glove bouts conducted under the 
new Marquis of Queensbury rules 
that were even then gradually

John L. knew nothing about. 
the niceties of the manly art, but 
he did know how to punch, “It 
was like being hit by a runaway 
horse,”’ said Mike Donovan, one 
of the few who stayed three 
rounds with the Strong Boy on a 
Boston stage. 

John L.’s fame as a knockout 
artist spread. He acquired a 
manager and went on tour. In 
Cincinnati, Chicago, Philadelphia 


‘and New York, Sullivan fought a 


series of glove and bare-fist 
bouts and bowled over everyone 
who faced him. 


But in New York he made an 
enemy in the person of Richard 
Kyle Fox, publisher of the Na- 
tional Police Gazette, and the 
most influential sports figure in 
the country. Sullivan refused to 
come over to Fox’s table when 
both were at a New York sa- 
loon, and Fox, angry at the af- 
front, put on a campaign against 
John L. in the Gazette, and be- 
gan a search for a man who 
could whip him—a search that 
was to cost him thousands of 
dollars. 

Fox was the backer of Paddy 
Ryan, the reigning American 
heavyweight champion, and after 
Sullivan had knocked out John 
Flood, a New York gang leader, 
Sullivan had a bout with Ryan. 
Ryan got his in a ring pitched in 
front of the veranda of the 
Barnes Hotel in Mississippi City. 
He went out in the ninth round, 
and now, to the chagrin of Fox, 
John L. was champion of Amer- 
ica. 


No prize fighter ever enjoyed 
his trade more. He fought 
everywhere — in theaters, 
dance halls and armories, and 
he fought the toughest—lum- 
berjacks, blacksmiths, local 
bully-boys and _ professional

John L. went to England in 
1887, and then to France to meet 
Charley Mitchell in: a bare- 
knuckle match for the champion- 
ship of the world. They fought 
39 rounds on soggy turf on Baron 
Rothschild’s estate, a bout that 
was called a draw because of 
rain and darkness. Disgusted, 
Sullivan returned to the United 
States and went on such a pro- 
longed bender that he wound up 
with delirium tremens and al- 
most died. 


Fox, his old enemy, had his 
own champion now — Jake Kil- 
rain, who had fought a 106-round 
draw with an English claimant 
to the disputed title. Through 
the Police Gazette, Fox planted 
the story that Kilrain was the 
real world champion and that 
Sullivan refused to meet him. 
Everyone knew that Sullivan 
was a physical wreck, no longer 
the fighter he had once been. 
But as soon as John L. recov- 
ered, he accepted the challenge, 

Prize fighting was illegal in 
every state in 1889. So secret 
arrangements were made to hold 
the bout in Richburg, 104 miles 
north of New Orleans, on the 
property of Col. Charles W. 
Rich, Special trains from New 
Orleans carried the spectators 
to the site, without informing 
them where they were going. 
When the first section pulled in 
‘at Richburg, John L. was enjoy- 
ing a breakfast of fried chicken. 
For lunch the day before, he 
had put away soup, three whole 
chickens and a loaf of bread.

He 
refused to swap punches with 
Sullivan toe to toe, hoping to 
wear him down. by jabbing him 
and then closing and wrestling 
him to the ground, Jake’s de- 
fensive tactics drove Sullivan 
wild, 

The fight wore on, Sullivan al- 
ways pressing forward, Kilrain 
moving away. At ringside it was 
104 degrees in the shade. Both 
men were scorched crimson. 
And it became evident that 
though Sullivan was supposed to 
be the first to tire, it was Kil- 
rain who was weakening. 

Sullivan’s right-hand smashes 
to Kilrain’s ribs faised a huge 
welt all along the left side of 
Jake’s body. Jake’s lips were 
split, his nose broken. His last 
chance came in the forty-fifth 
round, when John L. became 
sick to his stomach. It was the 
fried, chicken in revolt, as well 
as the mixture of tea and brandy 
he’d been sipping between 
rounds. Kilrain might have 
moved in then, but he proposed 
a draw. 

“No!” roared Sullivan, and 
rushed at Kilrain, flattening him 
with a terrific smash to the ribs.

After the sixty-eighth round, 
Kilrain was through. His head 
rolled loosely on his shoulders 
as if his neck were broken. In 
the seventy-fifth round, a phy- 
sician told one of his seconds, 
“Kilrain will die if you keep 
sending him‘ out there.” As 
the beaten fighter toed the 
mark to begin the seventy- 
sixth round, the sponge was 
tossed in and the fight was 
over. Poor Jake wept, but 
John L., who had been battling 
for two hours and 16 minutes, 
was still full of fight. 


John L. remained the biggest 
drawing card of his day, tour- 
ing the country in a melodrama, 
“Honest Hearts and Willing 


r 75 Rounds 
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Hands.” The money rolled in, 
but he spent it as fast as it 
came in. In 1892, although his 
total earnings had amounted to 
over a million, he was broke, 
and agreed to fight James J. 
Corbett for the championship. 
This was the only fight he 
ever lost. It was pitiful. Over- 
weight and slow, he was knocked 
out in the twenty-first round. 
When he came to, he staggered 
to the ropes and called for 
silence. “I fought once too often,” 
he said. ‘“‘But I am glad that it 
was an American who licked me 
and that the championship stays 
in this country. I remain yours
